The Chinese themselves are believed working to 
produ ce an explosion that will vau lt them into the 
nu clear weapon clu b. Until they do, the U.S.S.R. is 
the only power which can u se the weapon as a lever 
to force Red expansion. 
What shou ld be done, in the Peking view? 
In a mass of Commu nist dou ble-talk, the editorial 
lays down recommendations. 
“U.S. imperialism,” says the editorial, “is doing 
its u tmost to disseminate dread of nu clear weapons 
in pu rsu it of a policy of nu clear blackmail.” 
By nu clear blackmail, it means preventing Com­ 
mu nist thru sts, su ch as the attempt to install nu ­ 
clear-capable missiles in Cu ba. 
Thu s, Peking contends, it wou ld be wrong for 
Commu nists to fu rther Western propaganda by ad­ 
mitting a possibility of cataclysm for both sides in 
a nu clear war. 
The right attitu de, the editorial implies, is that 
only “the imperialists” wou ld be wiped ou t in nu ­ 
clear conflict. 
The thing to do, says the editorial, is to “mobil­ 
ize the masses of people against nu clear war.” Pop­ 
u lar pressu re shou ld be brou ght against non-Com- 
mu nist governments by “the forces of peace,” mean­ 
ing Commu nists and their followers. 
By implication, since there are no similar forces 
in Commu nist cou ntries to do likewise to Red gov­ 
ernments, the U.S.S.R.—and China—cou ld test at 
will and eventu ally achieve enormou s su periority.
